Ontario Editor 
Speaks Before 
Press Club Meet 


Verner C. Beck, city editor of the 
“Ontario Daily Report” addressed the 
college journalists in a very vivid ac- 
count of the scribes dutieg and his 
experiences, at the monthly meeting 
of the Press Club, which was held 
Friday evening. Mr. Beck’s topic was 
“Modern Newspapers”. 


Mr, Beck stated that approximately 
nine of every ten reporters sought the 
sport writer’s chair. He advised that 
journalism students try every field of 
writing before deciding on special- 
ization when one decided one should 
achieve success in his favorite writ- 
ing. Many reporters apply for po- 
sitions with no particular ability of 
writing, not having specialized, they 
are but average writers little in de- 
mand. 

“Many journalism students err in 
trying to become reporters on the lar- 
gest dailies. The best practical ex- 
perience for the graduate is on the 
small town papers. Here the varied 
experiences enables the writer to learn 
to write every fundamental of news 
make-up. No other training can equal 
this training, he pointed out. 

Beck recommends the practice of 
writing news articles in ten different 
ways, and still convey the same facts 
each time. This, he added, develops 
the reporter’s most efficient asset—the 
imagination. :

Organization Begun In 
1921 by Efforts of 


Two Enthusiasts 


The Y. W. C. A. of the Santa Ana 
junior college was organized in the 
spring of 1921 and was largely due 
to the efforts of Miss Elizabeth Bru- 
ner. The Southern California college 
conference was held at Redlands 
university that year and Miss Bru- 
ner and Mrs. Tessmann attended and 
asked for an organizer to be sent to 
Santa Ana. Miss Helen Babson came 
in reponse to the request and prac- 
tically every girl in the college at- 
tended the meeting. 

Before the end of the school-year 
the charter had been received and the 
organization took its first big step: 
that of sending a ‘stuck-up” to Asil- 
omar. The next year the question of 
a meeting place arose and Mr. Ham- 
mond granted the use of a room in 
the main building, but with the un- 
derstanding that the quarters were 
only temporary, and that when the 
room would be needed for school pur. 
poses the Y. W. would have to hunt 
elsewhere for quarters. Then came 
the idea of the Hut, a place that 
would really belong to the organiza- 
tion and would also serve the girls of 
the college in many other ways. 

The steps for securing the Hut 
took much time. The Board of Edu- 
cation was asked to permit such a 
building to be put on school ground 
and were willing to give the site that 
is now occupied by the ‘building. Then 
came the problem of funds. A com- 
mittee went to Mrs. W. E. Tedford 
and asked her if she would be willing 
to aid in such a project. After care- 
ful consideration she agreed to un- 
take the work. Mrs. Tedford called 
together 60 of the men and women of 
Santa Ana who were interested in the 
college and the life of the girls there 
and presented the need. 

The 60 finally agreed that each 
would be responsible for $100; the 
money either to be given or raised. 
It was estimated that $6,000 would 
provide a building adequate for the 
purpose. As always happens, sickness 
or some other cause equally good pre- 
vented the entire number from 
carrying out their promise but about 
$4,500 was raised in this way. Then 
came a long a hard pull. It was 
found that the cost of the building 
would be more than the estimate and 
that $7,500 must be raised. 

Among the methods tried to raise 
the balance of the amount was a 
benefit concert for which Mrs. E. W. 
Hummel gave her services. The girls 
tried a canvass which yielded some 
return and then a committee of busi- 
ness men summoned by Mr. Ham- 
mond took hold of the situation and 
succeeded in raising the required 
amount. This committee included T, 
KE. Stephenson, W. B. Williams, W. 
E. Jerome and Col. S. H. Finley. 

The Hut was finished and _ dedi- 
eated in the spring of 1923. The 
Board of Education most generously 
allowed an instructor of music of 
junior college to have one half time 
for the duties of Y. W. C. A. Seec’y 
and Miss Isabel Anderson was the 
first to serve, from 1922 until 1924. 
When Miss Anderson resigned, Mrs. 
Tessmann was appointed and is serv- 
ing at the present time,
